Leading off the program will 
be Dr. W. W. McPherson, Experi- 
ment Stations agricultural econo- 
mist; who will examine. ire 
sugar consumption, prices, won] 
production, beet and sugarcane 
Production, and competitive rela- 
tions. Ferdinand LeGrand, assist- 
ant agronomist with. the Ever 
Blades Station, will review the 
present status of sugar production 
in the state.
